Miami, Fla., April 12 (/P) — 
President Roosevelt left here to ­ 
day for Washington, at the con­ 
clu sion of a two-weeks’ fishing 
trip in Bahaman waters. 
The Nou rmahal came into the 
dock here accompanied by the 
coast gu ard cu tter Ellis. 
Ar­ 
rangements were made for the 
President to remain aboard the 
Nou rmahal u ntil shortly before 
time for departu re on his train 
for Washington. 
A heavy escort of motorcycle 
police accompanied the presi­ 
dential party from the yacht to 
the train. 
Tanned by two weeks in the 
tropical seas, the President came 
today to this port where last 
year he was the target of the 
assassin, Zangara. 
Anton Cermak, mayor of Chi­ 
cago, was fatally wou nded by the 
killer’s 
shots.

Roosevelt, 
then President-elect, was u n­ 
tou ched. 
Friends advised the President 
against debarking from the Vin­

His special train was to arrive 
in Washington tomorrow before 
lu nch and in time for the regu ­ 
lar Friday cabinet session.

BOTH PARTIES HAVE RIGHTS 
There wo u ld be fewer accidents if mo to rists 
and p edestrians wo u ld each remember that the 
o ther has certain well defined rights in the 
streets. 
Observ ance o f tho se rights will so lv e many o f 
the p ro blems th at arise fro m co ngested streets. 
And co ngestio n is a p ro blem o f ev ery “Main 
Street” in America. It is no lo nger co nfined to 
the large cities, becau se with the general u se o f 
the au to mo bile, there is no co mmu nity that can 
no t either bo ast o f o r co ndemn the traffic p ro b­ 
lem. 
So me p edestrians are ju st as liable to fo rget 
that, the mo to rist has certain well defined rights 
o n the streets, ju st as the mo to rist is p ro ne to 
be neglectfu l in reco gnizing the rights o f the p e­ 
destrian. 
Au to mo bile driv ers sho u ld no t be p riv ileged to 
detain p edestrians at street co rners fo r an u n­ 
necessarily lo ng p erio d and neither sho u ld p edes­ 
trians be allo wed to ho ld u p a lo ng line o f au to ­ 
mo biles, which increases the danger o f accidents. 
It is scarcely fair fo r the p edestrian to dart in 
fro nt o f a mo v ing mo to r v ehicle ju st becau se he 
thinks he can “make it.” 
Neither is it fair fo r the mo to rist to attem p t 
to driv e thro u gh a cro wd o f p eo p le who are 
cro ssing the street. 
If the mo to rist will be u nifo rmly co u rteo u s to 


the p edestrian and the p edestrian will be eq u al­ 
ly co u rteo u s to the mo to rist, many o f tho se co m­ 
mo n traffic p ro blems will so lv e themselv es. 


DANGEROUS WEAKNESS EXPOSED 
The fly ing o f the air mail by the army after 
the cancellatio n o f p riv ate air mail co ntracts 
will sdo n beco me histo ry since the serv ice is to 
be retu rned to co mmercial u nits again in the 
near fu tu re. The drastic mo v e in cancelling the 
co ntracts has been the su bject o f p o litical and 
p riv ate debate fo r many weeks with co nv incing 
argu m ent being p ro p o u nded by bo th factio ns in 
the debate. 
There is, ho wev er, o ne clearly defined co nclu ­ 
sio n resu lting fro m the who le affair th at is gen­ 
erally agreed u p o n by a m ajo rity ev ery where. 
This is the fact that o u r army air serv ice has 
been fo u nd deficient in its training and eq u ip ­ 
ment. The great nu mber o f accidents and deaths 
that hav e o ccu rred directly and indirectly as a 
resu lt o f the army fly ing the mail hav e p ro v en 
this co nclu siv ely . 
In fairness to the army fliers, it mu st be said 
that they were no t trained alo ng the sp ecialized 
line o f fly ing the mail and it is a fact th at the 
civ ilian fliers were better able to carry o n the 
jo b than were the army birdmen. And it is no 
accu satio n against the co u rage and brav ery o f 
the army av iato rs to say th at they failed in the 
jo b o f fly ing the mail. They co u ld no t do what 
they were no t trained and eq u ip p ed to do . 
The fau lt lies elsewhere, bu t the im p o rtant 
finding is th at a fau lt ex ists. These fliers wo u ld 
be called u p o n to p erfo rm ev en mo re difficu lt 
and hazardo u s feats o f fly ing in time o f war 
than they wo u ld in fly ing the mail. They mu st 
be ready and able to do so if this ail im p o rtant 
branch o f defense is to be dev elo p ed and m ain­ 
tained to a safe degree. 
The fact th at natio nal attentio n has been fo ­ 
cu sed o n the army av iatio n strength is imp o rt­ 
ant and sho u ld serv e the ends o f imp ro v ing this 
first line o f defense.

mission chairman. The constru c­ 
tion work inclu des pav ing, bridg­ 
es, improv ement of federal high­ 
way rou tes in cities, widening of 
stru ctu res and grading. 
From Janu ary 1 to March 31, 
the highway commission award­ 
ed 72 contracts, 53 for highway 
and city street work and 19 for 
bridge 
constru ction 
projects, 
these contracts hav ing a total 
v alu e of $2,699,241.65. Of this to­ 
tal $2,209,909.77 was for high­ 
way and street work while $48 9.,- 
331.8 8 was for bridge constru c­ 
tion. The 
major 
part of 
the 
awards were 
made in March, 
contracts awarded in Janu ary 
and Febru ary hav ing a total v al­ 
u e of less than a half-million 
dollars. 
Actu al 
constru ction 
on 
the 
projects already u nder contract 
and others on which the high­ 
way commission is receiv ing bids 
week ly , will be started as rapidly 
as weather conditions permit and
